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REPORT OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


For the year ending March 1, 1882. 


At the commencement,of the school year, it was as- 
certained that anumber of scholars between the ages of 
six and nine years, were unable to read writing, and a 
number between the ages of nine and twelve were una- 
ble to write simple sentences. But the introduction of 
Harrington’s Graded Spelling Book, and the necessary 
paretice required in the preparation of the lessons, have 
caused a wonderful improvement. Now, all the schol- 
ars over seven years of age, can write simple sentences, 
and many can write-long lessons. 

Believing that a “good letter is a sure sign of a sound 
education,” much attention has been given to lette 
writing, and great progress has been made. Some ex- 
cellent letters from the larger pupils have been examined 
by the committee, and some very good ones by little 
girls of seven.

Miss Lane is a teacher of several years’ experience, and 
has some excellent: ideas in regard to making her 
pupils work. She is a very conscientious lady, and - 
feels that she has not, been able to do justice to all her 
pupils, as the school is large, and she has twenty-five 
different classes to hear daily, besides attending to gen- 
eral exercises, penmanship, and composition. At the 
examinations, and on different visits of the committee, 
the recitations have been very interesting. An exercise, 
in the combinations of numbers and historical dates, 
deserves especial mention. ‘The pupils in the school 
had a fine exhibition at-the Town House, and obtained 
money enough to buy a Webster’s Unabridged Diction- 
ary, and a number of wall maps. At the closing exam- 
ination, an excellent exercise, in regard to President Lin- 
coln, was recited by the scholars, and some fine compo- 
sitions read. Wages of teacher per month, $38.00.

Fall term, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 43. Winter 
term, 9 weeks; number of scholars, 45.

her a high tribute of praise, by saying that she made 
the lessons deeply interesting. ‘While her whole num- 
ber of scholars was only thirty-two ; the average number 
was thirty.” At the examinations, and on different vis- 
its of the committee, the “readiness and fluency of the 
recitations have evinced careful study, and told well for 
- the training of the school.” Five or ten minutes have 
been devoted daily to vocal music, and the singing was 
excellent and formed a pleasing feature of their enter- 
tainments. ‘They obtained money enough to buy a 
clock, some wall maps, and a very pretty picture to adorn 
the school room.
